In reply to yours of the 5Th inst. inquiring as to what 
the experience of the Edison Electric Tllumminating Co. of Sun- 
bury has been, I would say; we have now been running about threo 
months, are wired for 330 lights and have contracts for 100 more, 
which will be put in in the course of the next Month, and from wi 
what is said by the consumers we think that inside of a year from 
htis date we will have at least I,000 lights burning; we have 
thus far confined ourselves exclusively to stores, hotels, R.Ro 
Stations and other public buildings, we expect that we will be 
compelled to double our capacity when we commence lighting pri- 
vate dwellings. 

The estimated daily expense of running the plant, ac- 
cording to statement furnished to me by our treasurer, Mr. Marr, 
is $7,04 and we are now, with only 325 lights actually burning, 
earning four per cent, on our capital stodk, over and above all 
expenses. As the expense will not be increased to any appreciable 
extent when we are running to our full capacity we expect, and 
with good reason, to be earning at least 20 per cent, on the cap~ 
ital stock within the next year. 

Our consumers are very much pleased with the light, and 
in no instance have any one of our lights been taken out, or fail~ 
ed to give satisfaction, and this in the face of the strongest 


opposition from the Gas Co.

This Company fas secured a charter, the rights and privileges to supply to the citizens of Williams: 
port electricity for the purposes of light, heat and power. They have caused a canvass of the city to be 
made, and have ascertained tlie best paying district to supply with light. They have secured an estimate 
of the total cost to erect, complete, an electric light plant of the capacity of 3,200 lights, with sufficient con- 
ductors or mains to carry. 4,000 lights. They have obtained a license contract of the Edison Electric Light 
Company of New York, for the sole and exclusive use of the patents of Thomas A. Edison, for the city of 
Williamsport. The original capital of this Company was ten thousand dollars ($10,000); this has now been 
increased to one hundred: thousand dollars ($100,000). The license contract with the Edison Light Com- 
pany of New York requires the payment by the Williamsport Company, Ist, ofa sum in cash equal to five

absence of ‘heat, smoke, noxious gases or other objectionable features,’ 


The Company as now organized consists of P. B. Shaw, State Manager of the Edison Electric’ Light 
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Company, President; John B. Coryell, Vice-President; J. J. Crocker, Treasurer; J. C. Hill, Secretary. 
The Directors are: H. C. McCormick, W. L. Parker, J. AL ‘Beeber, B. H. Detwiler, John B. Coryell, 
William Gibson, and P. B, Shaw. As soon as all the stocke ‘is subscribed, a meeting of ‘the stockholders 
will be called, and the election of a full Board of Directors ‘will then take place. 

The above is as full a statement of what has been and is proposed to be done in the matter of 
installing an Edison Incandescent Electric Light Station at Williamsport as is possible in a circular of 
this kind, and it remains now with the consumers to say whether they will give the enterprise their sup-

The residences of Messrs. Jones, Sears, O. R. and Edson 
Keith, Dent and Marshall Field are being, or are to be, sup- 
plied with light from the plant installed on the premises of 
Mr. Doane, the total number of lights in the six residences 
being about 700. 

In addition to the above we have several propositions 
now pending from which we have reasons to hope for posi- 
tive orders within a few weeks. 

Notwithstanding the heavy expense incident to the start- 
ing of anew business, the Company since the date of its 
organization has not only been able to meet its expenses, but 
has, in addition, earned a fair profit on the money actually 
invested, . 

The plant designated in the foregoing as“ District No. 1,” 
is that in operation at the General Oftices of the Company, 
Nos, 51 and 53 Wabash Avenue, Chicago. 

We found it necessary to establish this plant to fully 
exhibit the light, so that it might be investigated by those 
wishing to order plants or to organize sub-companies. 

We have from this plant run wires into adjoining build- 
ings and are now selling light to eight different consumers. 

The revenue which we thus receive will, we hope, in 


time, as the plant is extended, meet the whole expense of its 
operation, 

The Best Brewing Company’s plant, Milwaukee, was put 
in by this Company on a lease for three years, at a monthly 
rentul of two hundred dollars, with the option of purchase by 
the Brewing Company at any time during the continuance of 
the lease, at a price which will yield a fair profit to this 
Company. 

We meet with frequent opportunities to install plants 
upon some such terms as these, and this class of business 
would yield a large and certain profit to the Company. 

The objection to it is, that it ties up a large amount of 
our enpital. 

Should we decide to increase our business in this direction, 
it will become necessary for us to make further ealls upon 
our stockholders. 

Among our early customers was the Davenport Gazette 
Company, of Davenport, Iowa, who purchased a dynamo of 
small capacity, for the purpose of selling light to several par- 
ties in the immediate vicinity of the Gazette Building. 

When the light had been mstalled, the Gazette Company 
discovered that under its charter it could not mannfacture 
and sell Tight. 

‘An association of the same purties was therefore formed, 
under the name of the Davenport Electrie Light Company, 
to which was transferred all property rights in the plant. 

This company has recently closed a contract with us, 
whereby we replace the small machine originally purehnsed 
with one of double the capacity. 

On getting to work under our contract with the parent 
Company, some of the provisions of that contract. were 
deemed to be unequitable and the officers of this Company 
have been in negotiation with the officers of the parent 
Company with the view of getting modifications in it. 


The parent Company has met us in a spirit of the utmost 
fairness and liberality, and I am now happy to report that 
the contract has been so amended as to more fully meet with 
our wishes. 

Among the benefits accorded us in the amended contract, 
is the allowance to us by the parent Company of a larger 
percentage of the bonus to be received from all sub-com- 
panies organized, and also from the Edison Company tor 
Teolated Lighting, the exclusive ageney on the basis of an 
equal division of net profits, to occupy the non-gas territory 
within our present territory. 

Asa result of these negotiations, this Company, without 
any further payment in cash or stock, becomes the sole repie- 
sentative of the Edison Incandescent Electric Light System, 
within the three states of Illinois, Iowa and Wisconsin, on 
fair terms. 

These concessions in our original contract and the ad- 
ditional franchise for the non-gas territory, in the opinion of 
the Board largely enhance the value of our stock, and basing 
our estimate upon results already accomplished in the first 
few months of our organization, we may safely predict, that 
the next six months will produce results gratifying to the 
holders of our stock. 

No sub-companies have yet been organized, as the Officers 
of our Company have preterred to await the amendment of 
our contract befvre pushing work in that field, but that hav- 
ing now been accomplished, there is nothing te prevent our 
going forward in that direction, and at several points the 
preliminary negotiations have already been made, and we 
have good reason for the belief that we shall soon, be able to 
report the organization of several sub-companies on a basis 
exceedingly favorable to this Company.

CHAPTER I 
GENERAL ARRANGEMENTS 


ARTIGLE 1 . 


An International Exhibition of Manufactures, Fine Arts and Agriculture will be held 
at Nice under the pene and with the assistance of the Municipality, the Government, 
the General Council of the Department, and the Chamber of Commerce, 


Ant. 2 


The Exhibition will be open to all classes of Agricultural and Industrial products, as 
He as to Fine Arts, and Industrial and Antique Art, of France, Algiers, French Colonies and 
all nations. - . 


Ant. 3 
The Exhibition willl remain open from December 1* 1883 to May 1* 1884. 
: Arr, 4° 


A. special circular will bo issued, explaining the arrangements which have been made 
for receiving and returning exhibits. : 


Art. 5 


All articles intended for exhibition must be delivércd on the site, not later than 
October 15 1883. After this date they cannot be admitted. 


Arr. 6 


All exhibits must remain on view throughout. the duration of the Exhibition, and nothing 
can be.romoyed without the written consent of the Commissioners.

Exhibits may not bo drawn, copied, or reproduced in any way, without the written 
consent of the exhibitor. ; oe.

3° Nature and approximate number of objects exhibited ;

8 Average wages ; ; . 
9° Space required (horizontal or vertical, under cover or open air) ; 
10° Patents granted to exhibitors; . 4 
11° Prizes awarded at other exhibitions ; : 
12° Name of exhibitor’s representative in Nice, 
Forms of application may be had from the Commissioners. 


ART. 9. 


Applications for admission must be sent in to the Chief Commissioner, not later than the 
following dates : :

July 15" 1883 for all other countries; and French colonies. 


Arr. 10 


To cover the expense of installation and the general decoration ofthe Exhibition, a charge 
will be made to each exhibitor per square foot of surface occupied, 
This charge will vary between the following limits :

All exhibits occupying an angle, or standing isolated, will be charged for according to 
the total length exposed to view, multiplied by the depth, with a minimum of one metre. 

Manufacturers who are authorized io make and to soll the products of their industry, 
within the limits of the exhibition, must pay, besides this tariff, a special tax, the amount of 
which will be fixed in each cage by the Chief Commissioner. ; 

These payments must be made, ‘at the latest, two months after the opening of the 
exhibition. ‘After this period has elapsed, all goods occupying space for which paymont has not 
been made, will be removed. ; ; 


Arr, 11 ; 
Every exhibitor, by si ning the form of application for admission, will be considered io 


have accepted all the conditions contained in these Regulations, more especially those of 
article 10, as well as all measures of order and safely which may be-enacted by the Commission. 


Anr, 12- i 


Exhibitors not domiciled in Nice must have the accuracy of thoir statements certified by 
the Mayor of the locality in which they reside, or in which their manulactory is situated ; they 
must also name a eonrosnoaliont in Nice. Goods must be sent carriage paid, at the sender's risk. 
The Commissioners will take steps to obtain from the railway and navigation companies 
considerable reductions on tho prices of transport, : 


Art. 13 


A Committee of reception will decide on the applications for admission, and goods should 
not be sent off till after the receipt of a certificate of admission. : 


Arr. 14 


Exhibitors who require Water, Gas, Steam or Electricity must state on their form 
of application, the quantity of water, gas, steam or electricity which they will need. 
‘hose who require motive power must state the speed suitable for each apparatus, and 
the force which they desire to have. , . 
Motive power will be supplied gratuitously in the machinery annexe, and in the Gallery 
of work. It must be taken from the main line of shafting, all intermediary shafting etc., 
being at the charge of the exhibitors, as well as foundations and any other expenses they may 
incur in sotting up their machinery. . 
Water, Gas, Direct Steam and Electricity used by exhibitors will: be charged 
according to the quantity used, and to a tariff which will be hereafter published.” 








CHAP. III 
' ADMINISTRATIVE REGULATIONS 


Art, 15 


No fulminating or detonating material, and generally speaking no material which may 
be considered dangerous, will be admitted into the exhibition. ; 

Spirits or alcohols, oils and essences, corrosive substances, and any articles capable of 
causing damage to other exhibits or annoyance to the public, can only. be received in suitable 
vessels of limited size. Fireworks, lucifer matches, percussion caps, and ather similar objects, 
can only be admitted in the form of models, and without the addition of inflammable matter. 

Exhibitors of products which are deleterious to health, are especially bound to observe 
the regulations for ‘safety which will be enacted. . 


Nee Arr. 16 ’ ; 
Tho Commissioners reserve the absolute right to order the removal of all objects which 


either from ‘their nature or appearance may seen to them to be injurious, or incompatible with 
the general objects of the exhibition. 


Art, 17 


In the covered parts of the exhibition, horizontal tables, made according to a given pattern, 
and covered with a uniform material, will be placed gratuitously at the disposal of exhibitors 
who apply for thom; but tho expense of providing and decorating show-cases must be borne 
by the exhibitors. : : 

The Commissionnors reserve the right of prohibiting any decoration which py not seem 
to them to harmonize with the goneral arrangomont of he exhibition, or to cause the same to 
be altered at the exhibitor’s expense. 


Art. 18 


The Commissioners will take all possible precautions to preserve objects exhibited from 
damage, and to insure due care and proper inspection, but they will not be responsible for fire, 
or any other accident which may happen to the objects oxhibited, whatever the cause or the 
importance of the sama may be. y 

The Administration of the Exhibition will enable exhibitors to insure their goods on the 
most favorable terms. a ; 





Arr. 19 


After the closing of the Exhibition, exhibitors must remove their goods during the poriod 
fixed by the Commissioners ; otherwise they will be warehoused at the exhibitors’ risk. Aftor 
six months they will be sold by auction, for the benefit of the Exhibition Fund. 


Art. 20 


" The above rules, not being entirely applicable to Fine Arts and Antiquities, a special 
_ regulation will be issued with refererence to this class of exhibits. 


CHAP. IV 
JURY AND REWARDS 


Art, 21 


’ The Jury will be compos¢d of at least fifty members, chosen from amongst the leading 
representatives of Science, Industry, Agriculture, and Commerce, in France and abroad, 


ART, 22 e 


The Jury will take all the precautions which they may consider necessary. They will have 
the right of excluding from competition any exhibitor who may attempt to impose on their 


good faith. ; 
= “ART. 23 


The Jury will decide the credit which may be due to directors, artists, and workpeople, 
respectively. These industrial co-operators will be comprised, if necessary,in the distribution ~ , 
of rewards. 


Arr, 24 : 
The Jury will award diplomas of honour, gold, silver, and bronze medals, and honourable 
mentions. 
Art. 25 


The distribution of prizes will take place in the month preceding the closing of the exhibi- 
tion. It will be celebrated with all possible splendour, and the greatest possible publicity will 
he given to the list of rewards.

Some of the documents for 1883 concern the installation of 
central stations. Numerous other letters addressed to Insull, which relate to a 
specific subject or to the business of a particular company, can be found in their 
appropriate subject folders. 


All documents that provide significant information about Edison or his 
companies, along with a few significant pieces of Insull's personal correspondence, 
have been filmed. Routine correspondence relating to the various Edison 
organizations has not been filmed. Included in this category are routine letters 
pertaining to bookkeeping, the ordering of supplies, and the shipping of materials; 
letters of introduction; and requests for Insull to act as an intermediary with 
Edison. 


Most of the documents relating to Insull's private affairs have not been 
filmed. Included in this category are personal correspondence and accounts 
unrelated to Edison's activities; information about Insul!'s membership in clubs and 
societies; documents relating to Insull's role as a caretaker for the estates of 
various Edison associates, such as Edward H. Johnson and Charles Batchelor, while 
they were overseas; and correspondence pertaining to Insull's buying and selling of 
electric light stock.

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REPORT of the DIR#CTORS 
TO THE STOCKHOLDERS of tha ENISON ORK MILLING COMPANY, LIMITED, 


Made at the annual meeting held January loth, 1883, 


At your last annual meeting a raport was submitted to 
the stockholders of the progress made vith the separation of iron 
or? from the sea shore sand ut Quonocontaug, Rhodes Island, and also 


with tho general business of the Company. 


It appeared from such raport that Mr fuison was carrying 
on experiments regarding the milling of gold and silver bearing 
ores; also that many enquiries were being mads for our Magnetic 
ore sepzrators. Some of thes? experiments on gold and silver 
bearing orgs have bean liade at Menlo Park under Mr Edison’s direc- 
tion, but oving to pressure of business, he has not yet bean ablo 
to accomplish much in this direction. He has, hovevar, mada sov- 
eral inventions as to the separation of magnetic or2 and of free 
particles of gold, for which patents are applied. We have also 
received & great number of enquiries as to th3 capacity &c., of 
the mapnatic ore separators belonging to this Company, to which 
the fullest replies have been given, but we have not as yet succoed- 
ed in disposing of any machines. So that except for our ore sep~ 
arating works at Quonocontaug, R. I., mentioned below there is very 


little business to report for the past year.

It also appeared in the last annnal raport that Separat- 
ing works had bean established on the sea heach ut Quonocontaug, 
Rhode Island, and that a quantity of iron had already been separat-— 
ed and sold. At that time we had just secured ovr first muetarae 
for this ore, namely, the Ponghkeepsie Iron and Steel Company. 
We had already sold them a earpio of iron, which had given such 
satisfaction that we received from tham a further order for 200 
tons, pending the shipment of which a proposal Was Mads to us to 
enter into contract with then to supply them vith all our product 
at the rate of about 200 tons per month. About the time wa vere 
ready to ship 150 tons of tha order above spoken of, in fact gust 
as the vessel wus about to start for th? beach, we received ordars 
from the Poughke23psie Company, not to ship this ordor. On anyuir 
ing into the cause of their rescinding this order, we found that 
they had burnt out their furnaces, were in financial difficulties, 
ana Rad closed their works at Poughkeepsie Therefore, nsgotia- 
tions with them were at an end. Ye thus met with a great draw 
back. This was the only Customer we had, and this one had been 


obtained after a preat deal of troubl2> und some expense 


Th2 reason of this lack of demand for the ore was and — 
is that the ore is in such small particles und reyuires so great 
a heat to melt it that it is not possible to vork it in an ordin- 
ary furnace, and can only b?2 smelted in a furnace of special con- 


struction.

The or? which should have be2n shipped to the Poughkegp- 
sie Company vas thus throvn on onr hands ana ws were compelled to 
seek another market for onr product. Panding our attempts in 
this matter, we had to keep on part of our working foree at the 
beach, so as to be ready to start up at such time as a demand could 
be created. Yo also sent a preat number of samples to iron and 
ste2l manufacturers all over the country, not only to procure an 
immediate market, but also with the intention of creating a very 
large demand for this ore, in ordar that there might also be a 
demand for our s32parators in different parts of the Country. 
All this, of course, mad? it necessery to sp2nu money for our 
pay roll at th2 heuch anc for hauling the samples to ths nearest

After sone time, we received an order from Messrs. Shimer

The American Swedes Iron Company smelted the ore in their 
furnaces, which are specially designed for ores of this character, 
and wer? so well pleased with the results that they ordered another 
cargo of 50 tons 4 week if this shipmant was pfood. Th? ore 
was delivered go them, and they egain objected to it us not being 
in accordanee with their sanpl3. This sample was on3 which they 
claimed had been givan by us to thom and was entirely clean. It 
was so cl2an that our Superintendent and others gav2 it as their 
opinion that it had been cleaned with 4 hand magnet. Our cargo 
of 50 tons vas not as clean as th2 sample@® but was as we agresd 
to furnish it. Th: upshot of this nutter was ufter another visit 
of our Sup2rintondent to them, that we came to the conclusion to 
Make a redvetion on the pric? of the ore, rather than go to the 
expens2 of moving it away ané running it through the separator 
apain.

Inasnmmich, therefore, as v2 had no other customers for 
ore, and it being uncertain when 4 demand therefor would exist, 
it has been thought best to closes our works at Quonocontanug, bring 
back the separator to New York, and so conclude the business of 
separating ore oursalves. This has been dona, and our expenses 


at Rhods Island are now at an 2nd 


In cormencing this undertaking in August, 1581, we were 
assured by paople.in th: iron business that there was an unlimited 
market for all the ore we could procure, and it was thought that 
we conld realize the money invested, together vith a profit. Our 
separator hau not at that tims bean practically tested. It is 
trna that Mr Edison had made a great number and variety of tests 
at Menlo Park, und the machine had also been worked on the beach 
at Quogue, Le 1., for @ short time, but none of these tests had 
demonstrated ‘vhat work the separator wus capably of doing when it 
came to be run week in and week ont on a comercial basis. It 
was thought both nacessary and desirable that an experiment should 
b2 made to furnish us with such data, and therefore, the operations 
at Rhode Islund wers commenced. At the start and until after the 


first cargo of iron had boean shipped, thers dia not appear to be

much difficulty in obtaining a market for our ore, and we? axpected 
to make a profit of abont $4. par ton, but our market failed as 
above set forth and sales hecam2 spasmodic, thns puthing us to ex- 


pense withont being able to rowlize any immediate returns. 


Apain, wa have been placad und?r nearly every possibls 
disadvantape in our operations at Rhode Tsland; we “ere G miles 
away from the nearest railway station, «na 10 miles away from the 
nearest lurge tovn. Nauling was expensive and not always to be 
obtained, v2 had no harbor or inlet in vhich to load vessels, our 
beach being ripht on the ocean and -vithont shelter of any kind. 

It has for this reason been difficult to pat a vessel toe taekaa 
earpo from the beach. In fact ther? have been an innumerable 
host of petty details,,annoyances, and drawbacks connected with the 
operations at Quopocontang, which apart from pecuniary matters, 
have been met and overcome with no small degree of patience and 


enerpy. 


Notwithstanding all those cisadvantages, however, we have 
Inade a4 practicul demonstration of what cun he cons vith the Edison 
Ore Separator, not only in regard to how meh ore can be separated 
in a dav and at what expense, but also in regard to the best meth- 
od of setting up the necessary machinery to bs wrked in connec 


tion with the separator. All thes conelnusions have been arrived

REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE OF STOCKHOLDERS 


APPOINTED TO DEVISE A PLAN FOR THE ESTABLISHMENT OF THE COMPANY ON A PAYING BASIS. 


HE COMMITTEE, appointed at the Stockholders’ Meeting of the Spring Valley Hydraulic Gold 
Company, held on the 3oth day of April, 1883, submit the following report : 


The object for which your Committee was appointed was “to devise a plan for the establishing of the 
Company on a paying basis, and to relieve it from its present financial embarrassment, and that such Com- 
mittee confer with the Trustees as to the plan recommended by them, but that they be not confined to the 
carrying out of said plan, but consider any feasible plan.” — o-oo 

Mr. Dennen, one of the gentlemen appointed on the Committee, sittcnded the first meeting, and then 
resigned, on account of his living out of the city, The Committee took no steps to fill his place. They 
have held several meetings, and have examined the accounts and records of.the Company, and have con- 
ferred with the Trustees and other officers and with some of the largest. stockholders, At their request the 
Secretary of the Company has been recalled from California, and the books of the Company have been 
written up to May 1, 1883. A majority of the Committee has caused the books of the Company to be 
examined by Mr. William Calhoun, a professional accountant, whose report is herewith submitted, and 
they have made themselves thoroughly familiar with the history of the management of the Company and its 
financial troubles from the date of its organization, 

Your Committee would state that while the production of your property has not realized the sanguine 

_ hopes of its friends, the present difficulties of the Company are largely due to the fact that your property 
came into your hands, in March, 1880, embarrassed by a mortgage of $100,000, which was in no sense a 
debt of this Company, and that all of your stock was paid over by the officers of the Company to the 
vendor before a good title was acquired by this Company.

Subsequently an agreement was entered into by your Trustees with the vendor, the United States 
Mining Investment Company, by which the said vendor acknowledged its liability on the mortgage, and 
your Company agreed to assume $195,000 of indebtedness of the vendor (being the amount of the mort- 
gage [$100,000] and $95,0v0 which the-Mining Investment Company had borrowed on its unsold stock), 
and also agreed to carry said stock (51,300 shares and 15,000 shares already held) until January 1, 1884, 
and not to sell until then at less than $10 a share. In return for these agreements on its part, your Com- 
pany received a bonus of 5,000 shares of said stock and the right to sell the remainder after January 1, 
1884, at any price, and apply the proceeds to the payment of said indebtedness, This agreement was 
afterwards partially abrogated, 

Your Company has, in the meantime, been working the mines in California, and has been applying 
the proceeds to the payment of running expenses, the payment of the principal and interest’ of its in- 
debtedness, the construction of a working tunnel, the purchase of necessary property and other improve- 
ments, 

As to the value of the property, Mr. Walker, the Secretary of the Company, who has just returned froth 
California, and Mr, Waldeyer, if he arrive in time, will give you some interesting particulars, ‘The property 
is to-day undoubtedly more valuable and in a better condition for working than when it was first purchased. 
The total receipts from the mine, from the organization of the Company to May 1, 1883, have been, in 
gross, $571,046.62. The working expenses, exclusive of permanent improvements, are, we believe, about 
$11,000 per month. 


Your Committee submit also the following statement of the accounts of the Company up to May 1,1883, 
handed to them by the Secretary of, the Company, showing in detail for what its indebtedness has been 
incurred, its amount, and the persons to whom it is owing, 

Your Committee would state here that their employment of a professional accountant to examine the 
Company's books was not done by them because they thought that the books had not been properly kept, 
but simply because, in the absence of the Secretary in California, and on account of the pressure of their 
own private business, they could not give the time necessary to make the examination themselves, The 
report of the accountant, hereto annexed, testifies that the books are perfectly regular, and, in addition, the 
Secretary, since his return, has given your Committee all the information in his power,

It may be that this cannot be obtained ; but your Committee believe that the stock is so held 
that the expenditure of a little time in tracing it will enable the consent to be obtained, and the plan is so 
fair to all that your Committee think that an attempt should be made to carry it,out, 

Your Committee would also recommend that the Trustees of the Company be requested by the stock- 
holders to make such arrangements with the Mining Investment Company as to cut off the U.S. Mining In- 
vestment Company from all their tights in the stock of the Company, by virtue of any agreement heretofore 
made. 

In recommending this plan to the stockholders, the Committee would also urge. that it be kept in mind 
that unless it or some similar plan be adopted, the result may be a practical wiping out of the stock of the 
Company. 

The Company, although in possession of what we all believe to be a fine mining property, is to-day 
practically bankrupt, depending for its continued existence on the fact that its Trustees have carried its 
debts up to this time on their individual credit and responsibility. 

Its capitalization is such that its Trustees are each personally responsible for a large excess of debt over 
the amount of the capital stock. This position they are naturally anxious to be relieved from, and your 
Committee would therefore recommend an increase of capitalization by any plan which will be just to all

If this plan, or a similar one, be not adopted, there will be no means of providing for the payment of 
the mortgage coming due in July, 1884, and a foreclosure of this mortgage will wipe out all the stock,

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SUPPLEMENTAL REPORT. 


Since the meeting at which the foregoing report was submitted and ordered to be printed, the Commit- 
tee has held several meetings and has had a conference with the Trustees of the Company. 

The Committee is assured by the Trustees that the plan set forth in said report cannot be carried out, 
because they say that the consent of every one of the stockholders cannot be obtained. 

At the conference, therefore, with that fact in mind, and as a compromise between divergent opinions, 
it Was agreed between the Committee and the Trustees that an increase of the capital stock by ro0,o00 
shares was the next most feasible plan to the one recommended by the foregoing report. 

While your Committee still think that an attempt should be made to carry out the plan originally pro- 
posed, yet they wish here to state that if the stockholders are unwilling to vote for such an attempt, or, are 
adverse to the plan itself, the only thing remaining to relieve me Company from its embarrassment is an in- 
crease of the capital stock. 

If this be done, and the increase be limited to 100,000 shares, making the total capital stock 300,000 
shares, the position of each stockholder may be approximately shown by tlie following statement ; 

The owner of roo shares would retain his present interest by purchasing 50 shares of the new stock at 
$1.00 per share, 

If, however, he purchase 100 shares of the new stock at $1.00 per share, he doubles the number of his 
shares, while the capital stock has been increased by fifty per cent. only, This fact ensures that there will 
be no difficulty in placing the stock.

In reply to the suggestion of the Committee, five of the Trustees have written a letter, stating that, 
while they consider the moneys advanced by them to relieve the Company from its embarrassment ought 
rightly to be paid first, yet that they assure the stockholders that they “will apply the money first to the 
payment of the pressing demand debts in California.” At the same time the said five Trustees have placed 
their resignations in your Committee’s hands, to take effect as soon asthe reorganization of the Company is 
completed, in order that the Board of Trustees in the future may be certain to represent the feeling of the 
stockholders.

‘The Board of Directors, in their Circular of the 24th of May last, gave to the Shareholders 
a short history of the result of the litigation which had taken place up to that date on the Company's 
Patents. In Scotland the Company had obtained Judgment in its favour both on Edison's Patent for 
the Carbon Transmitter and on Bell's Patent for the Magneto ‘Telephone. In England a similar 
decision had been obtained in favour of the Company under Bell’s Patent, but a technical objection 
to the validity of Edison's Patent had been upheld by Mr. Justice Fry, and under these circumstances, 
although the Hunning’s ‘Transmitter manufactured’ and sold by the Defendants was held to be 


within Edison’s Specification, an Injunction was refused. 


‘Lhe Directors, on a careful consideration of the circumstances of the case, came to the conclusion 
that an immediate application for a “ Disclaimer” was desirable. Although they had good reason to 
hope that Mr. Justice Fry’s decision on this technical point would not be sustained by the Court of 
Appeal, they did not forget that during the whole time the Appeal was pending an adverse decision 
would be standing against them, and that during that time they would be unable to restrain the 
manufacture and sale of infringing instruments; whereas an application for a Disclaimer, if promptly 
made, would be heard before the Long Vacation, and, the blot upon the Patent once cured, Mr. Justice 
Fry's ‘decision would stand in all points in- favour of j the: Company.’ The riccessary Petition for 
leave to “disclaim” was therefore at once lodged, and’ on the 2gth of July the application was 
granted’ by the Attorney-Gericial, and the necessary “ Disclaimer” was filed on the 16th of August. 





By the terms of the Attorney-General’s fiat protection was given to transmitters manufactured 
fier to the 29th of July by certain persons who opposed the application, but the number of instru- 
ments so protected is not large. Protection was also given to contracts Jond Jide entered into 
by the opponents for the manufacture of transmitters before the 2gth of July, and under this proviso 
an attempt is being made to claim protection for a large number of instruments for the manufacture 
of which veda? contracts are stated to have, been made. ‘Lhe. Directors question the dond fides of 
these alleged contracts, and they have taken the necessary steps to have the point determined 


by the Attorney-General, 


The Disclaimer having been filed, the Directors withdrew their appeal from Mr. Justice Fry's 
decision. Upon the Patent as disclaimed the decision was entirely in the Company's favour, and no 
reason therefore existed for bringing it under the review of the Court of Appeal. Proceedings 
have since been taken under the Patent as amended against several persons infringing the Patent, and 
in every case the Defendants have submitted to judgment and paid the costs of the proceedings. 

Messrs. Harrison, Cox-Walker & Co., against whom an injunction was granted for infringment of 
the Bell Patent in May last, lodged an appeal against this decision, which came on for hearing on the 
28th of January last, before the Master of the Rolls, Lord Justice Lindley and Lord Justice Bowen. 
Atter a most patient hearing extending over nine days (nearly seven of which were occupied by the 
Appellants), the Court gave an unanimaiis decision in favour of the Company, upholding Mr. Justice 


F'ry’s decision, and dismissing the appeal with costs, 


There remains, of course, the possibility of an appeal to the House of Lords, but, even 
should such an appeal be made, the Directors feel great confidence that a Patent which has been 
unsuccessfully attacked on three different occasions, which has been under consideration by the 
Courts for thirty-three days, and which has been supported by the decisions of two Judges of Virst 
Instance, and of three Judges of Appeal, is not likely to be broken down if brought liefore the 
ultimate Court of Appeal. :

, The Directors herewith submit to the Shareholders Balunce Sheet and Profit and - 


Loss Account for the year ending 31st December, 1882. 


The Company has now in operation, or is interested in, Ixchanges in Alexandria, 
Cairo, Calcuttn, Madras, Bombay, Kurrachee, Rangoon, Colombo, Singapore, Hong Kong, 
Shanghai and the Hawaiian Islands. 


At the date of the last report the number of subscribers, including ‘those in Honolulu, 
using the Company’s Lines, was 409. There are now, 1,098 subscribers to Exchanges 
and Private Lines, so that during the year the total increase has thus been, in xchange 


and Private Lines, 689 subscribers, an improvement of upwards of 160 per cent. 


Tt will be seen from the Accounts that after setting aside, under Article 80 of the 
Articles of Association, the sum of £7,000, which may hereafter be applied to meet 
possible claims under guarantees, there remains a net profit of £6,358 14s, 8d. for the 
year, in addition to the amount standing to the credit of the Suspense Profit Account, 
representing this Company’s interest, of 13,680 shares of Rs. 25 each in the Bombay 
Telephone Company, Limited, equal, at 1s. 8d. per Rupee xchange, to £28,500. 


An interim dividend of 24 per cent. has already been distributed, and the Directors 
recommend a further dividend of 23 per cent., making a total distribution on the Ordinary 
Shares of 5 per cent., free of Income Tax, for the year. After providing for this dividend 
there will remain an amount of £709 4s. 8d. to be carried over to the credit of Profit and 


‘Loss Account for the current year, in addition to the Suspense Profit. Account above 


referred to, which will hereafter be dealt with. 


Under Article 65 of the Company's Articles, no change in the constitution of the 
Board takes place till the Ordinary Meeting in 1884.

The Company’s business was entirely suspended from the date of the massnere in Aloxandria, on the 
11th June, 1882, until after the battle of Tel-el-Kebir, fought on tho 10th September. 

The Alexandria Exchange was almost entirely destroyed, and a claim has been preforred to the 
Egyptian Indemnity Commission for the damage done. 

The Cairo Exchange was not materially injured. : % 4 

The Company's business in Egypt was transferred on tho 81st January, 1888, to the Telephone 
Company of Egypt, Limited, the consideration being £60,000 in 12,000 fully paid up Ordinary Shares nnd 
£20,000 in 4,000 Deferred Shares of the Egyptian Company. Tho terms, however, may be subject to modifi- 
cation as far as the Deferred Shares are concerned, 

The total number of Exchange and Private Line Subscribers in Alexandria and Cairo is now 298. 


INDIA. 


BOMBAY.—As respects Bombay, the sale to the local Company has beon completed, and the 
management there is now in the hands of the Local Board of Directors. 

Tho latest Returns represent a total of 182 Subscribers in Bombay and Kurracheo, including private 
lines, The Revenue is capable of large increase without commensurate addition to expenses. 

CALCUTTA.—In this city a Company has also beon formed to embrace the wholo of the Bengal 
Presidency, The Local Directors are all men of high standing. 

The Oriental Company will receive in payment of its rights Rs. 180,000 in cash; Rs. 250,000 in A or 
Preferred Shares, and Rs, 880,000 in Deferred Shares, less certain commissions. Othor terms are similar to 
those given in the caso of the Bombay Company, except that in addition, a small per centago is to be laid usido 
yearly to form a Reserve. . 

Tho latest returns give a total number of Subscribers to Exchange and Private Lincs as 120. 

A Cablo has been Iaid across the Hooghly to Howrah, and in this suburb a considerable number of 
Subsoribors may bo looked for without any inaterial increase in expenses. 

In MADRAS business has not progressed as the Board had hoped, but this was owing to a special 
cause. The lines were originally constructed with iron wire, which becamo corroded by the peculiar influenco of 
climate, and tho service was consequently not good. ‘The lines nro now being reconstructed with phosphor 
bronze wire, and the service is ulready much more satisfactory. The number of Subscribers is 28, but with a 
botter services an increase may be anticipated. 

RANGOON has increased rapidly, thoro being now 64 Subserlbors. ( 

An attempt is being made to form na Local Company for Burmah, the result of which the Directors 
do not yet know, but whether success results or not as regards the formation of the Local Company, the 
business in itself is promising. 

In COLOMBO tho rovenue is small, but 2 recent telegram from the Agent in India indicates a 
considerable increaso as probable, ' 


STRAITS SETTLEMENT. © . 
In SINGAPORE the Exchange, which was acquired on 1st July, has worked well. 
There ave 48 Exchange Subscribors and 16 private lines. 


CHINA. 


Here results have been disappointing. ‘Tho Company was met with opposition in Shanghai, and the 
rate of subscription was cut down ‘to $50 per annum. . 

In HONG KONG the Local Government obliged tho Company to romove its pole lines from the streats 
and erect honso top fixtures, and this seriously iuterfored with the service. After some negotiation with tho 
Mutual Telephone Company, which opposed this Company in Shanghai and elsewhere, an agreement was 
come to, by which tho various interests were united in a Company called tho China and Japan Telephone 
Company Limited; cach interest taking payment in shares for its rights and outlay. Undor this arrangement 
the Oriental Telophone Company will yeccive £5,000 in fully paid up shares of the China Company for its 
rights in Hong Kong and Shanghai, besides shares for the value of capital outlay in construction, &e, 

The other interest is to receive £2,500 for their rights, wlso in shares, and their expenditure in 
construction in the samo form. 


There are 66 subscribers in Shanghai and 80 in Hong Kong. 


HAWAIIAN ISLANDS.. 


Tho latest Balance Sheet of tho Hawaiian Bell Telephone Company, to 81st December, 1882, shows a 
nett profit for the year of $10,791-68, of which rather more than one-half belongs to this Company. ‘Tho whole 
amount, however, had been spent in extending the lines and no dividend has yot been declared, 


On the 1st January there were 272 lines in operation and 27 fresh applicants. 


MAURITIUS. 
In PORT LOUIS the Company has beon invited to establish an Exchange, and preparations are 
being made to do go, . 
AUSTRALIA.

i 1. CAPITAL EXPENDITURE.—A reference to the Capital Account will show that up to tné“3uch April, 1883, the sum of 
! £86,582. 17s. '7d. has been expended upon the works in connection with the London and Provincial Exchanges, Private 


Lines, and the Stock of Instruments ; being £80,616. 8s. 11d. more than the outlay shewn in the last balance sheet. 





2. REVENUE.—The Revenue Accounts show that the receipts of the Company from all sources properly attributable to the year 
have been £64,826. 1s. 8d., as against £42,624, 15s. 3d. in the preceding year, or an increase of £22,201, 6s, 5d.

3-5 WORKING EXPENSES.—The Working Expenses for the year have been £26,484, 7s. 10d., as against 
| , £19,550. 4s. 8d. for the preceding year, and £14,678. 8s. Od. for the year ending goth April, 1881, or an 
j increase of £6,884.

7. RELATIONS WITH THE POST OFFICE.—The Board are happy to report that their relations with the Post Office continue 


to be of a friendly character. Since the date of the last Report the Post Master General has made certain concessions with 
respect to the establishment of “ Trunk Lines” for the purpose of connecting Telephone Exchange subscribers in different 
Towns, and, although these concessions have not been so full as the Company had hoped to obtain, they may nevertheless be 
accepted as an indication ofthe intention of the authorities to deal fairly with the development of telephonic communication, 
as circumstances from time to time manifest its growing importance. 


8. LITIGATION AS TO -PATENTS,—During the past year the Board have been compelled to incur considerable expense and 


assume great responsibility in defending the valuable patents of the Company, and have by the issue of a special circular under 
date 28th February, 1883, kept the Proprietors informed on this subject. 


The Board need hardly say that they have no alternative but to vindicate the rights of the Company in the case of all 
infringement, however reluctant they may be to incur legal costs, or to appear to press hardly upon individuals. The result of 
the important proceedings recently brought to issue is, as the Board are advised, to ensure to the Company the legitimate benefit 
of the inventions acquired by them, and only brought into practical use by the large expenditure of money, time and labour, 
which has attended the establishment of the valuable aid to the commercial and social requirements of the public afforded by

the Telephone. 


9. DISTRICT COMPANIES.—The Board, following the policy already adopted of making over to persons locally interested 


the management of the Telephone business within the limits of particular Districts, conditionally upon the formation of Dis- 
trict Companies affiliated to the parent Company, have to ask the Shareholders to confirm the Agreement in relation to “ The 


South of England Telephone Company, Limited.” 


The general basis of the Agreement under which the business is transferred is the repayment to the United Company of 
all sums expended by them in the District up to the date of the transfer of the business, one-half of the Ordinary Capital of the 
District Company, and the further payment of Annual Royalties upon the Telephones used. 


10. RETIRING DIRECTORS.—In accordance with the Articles of Association, two Members of the Board, Messrs. Dillwyn 


Parrish and W. Cuthbert Quilter, will retire at this Meeting, Being eligible, they will offer themselves for re-election.
